3. (Original) The system of claim I wherein said body is adapted to be mourned on un 
inner surface ofthe hydroihcrapy tub.

adapted for fluid communication with the waier source and said second chamber comprises one inlei 
adapted for tluid communication wilh die air source. 
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5. (Origimd) The system of claim 1 wherein the air source comprises ambient air 
outside said .second chamber. 

6. (Original) The system of claim 5 wherein al IttiM one outlet of said plurality of 
outlets is adapied lo draw said ambient air from die air suuree, 

7. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 1 wherein at leasi one oullel of said plurality 
of outlets is adapted lo provide a water-air froth lo ihe interior of the hydrotherapy tub. 

fi. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 7 wherein said at least one outlet is adapted 
to provide said water-air Troth through a venturi effect caused by fluid communication of said at least one 
outlet with water from said water source, when in fluid communication with said llrsi chamber, and air 
from said air source, when in Moid communication with said second chamher. 

9. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 7 wherein said at least one outlet is adapted 
lo draw air from said second chamber, when in Fluid communication with said air source, via a venturi 
effect. 

10. (Original) The system of claim I wherein said second chamber comprises a plurality 
of air outlets configured to transmit air to a: least one of said Jlrsl chamber and said plurality of outlets. 

11. (Original) The system of claim I wherein said first chamber comprises a plurality of 
conical struct lines for changing a velocity ofihe warer, when said first chamber is in Iluid communication 
with said water source. 

1 2. (Original) The syslein of claim 1 1 wherein said second chamber further comprises a 
plurality of air outlets configured lo transmit airio said plurality of conical structures, when said second 
chamber is in fluid communiealion with said air source. 

13. (Original) The system of claim 1 2 wherein said plurality ofair outlets extend from 
said second chamber into said plurality of conical structures. 
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14. (Original) The system of claim 1 1 wherein said plur.ility of air outlers is adapled to 
allow air lu he drawn into said plurality of conical siniclurvs lo cause a pluralhy o| jeis of w;Mer-air froth lo 
be discharged to an interior oJ' Ihe hydrotherapy lub. 

1 5. (Original) The system of claim 14 wherein said plurality of conical structures is 
adapted to cause said plurality ol jets lo he discharged via a vcnluri effect. 

1 fi. (Original) The system of claim I wherein said plurality of outlets comprises a 4 
plurality of air outlets located inside a plurality of water outlets, wherein said plurality of air outlets is in 
fluid communication with said second chamber and said plurality of water outlets is in fluid 
communication with said first chamber. 

17. (Original) The system of claim 16 wherein said plurality of outlets is adapted lo 
draw air through said plurality of air outlets into said plurality of water outlets via a venturi effect localise 
a discharge of a plurality of jets of water - air froth to an interiorof ihe hydrotherapy tub. 

18. (Previously Presented) The system of claim I wherein said first chamber comprises a 
first longitudinal portion, said second chamber comprises a second longitudinal portion, the hydrotherapy 
tub comprise* an inner surface and wherein said body is configured to be mourned to cause said firsl 
longitudinal portion of said firsl chamber and sjid second longitudinal portion of said second chamber to 
be located about parallel lo the inner surface of the hydrotherapy uib wherein said second chamber is 
configured lo be located between said first chamber and Hie inner surface. 

19. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 1 wherein said body further comprises at least one 
ouLlet cover for preventing ininsmission of at least one of water and air to ihe interior of the hydrotherapy 
tub from at least one outlet. 

20. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 1 6 wherein said at least one ourlet cover is movcably 
attached to said body for at least one of covering and uncovering at least a portion of said at least one 
outlet,

chamber and said second chamber comprises an air chamber. 
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22. (Original) The system of claim I wherein said body is adapted to conform 10 an 
inner surface of the hydrotherapy tuh.

second chamber; 

wherein said plurality of outlets is configured to transmit the water and the uir to an interior of the 
hydrotherapy-tub. 

25. (Original) The system of claim 24 wherein said body comprises a water inlet 
adapted for fluid communication with the water source and said body comprises an air inlet adapted for 
fluid communication with the air source. 

26. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 24 wherein said at least one outlet comprises 
a plurality of outlets adapted to provide a plurality of jets of water-air froth about perpendicular to an inner 
surface of the hydrotherapy tub. 

27. (Original) The system of claim 24 wherein said at least one outlet is adapted to draw 
*aid ambient air via a venturi effect. 

28. (Currently Amended) A fluid flow system (or a hydroihurapy-lub, said system 
comprising: 
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a body configured to be mounted to a hydrotherapy tub having an opening through u wall 
sui'lbceofihc lub such that said body covers I lu* open ing andsajd body is immovable and affixed 
relative to said wa4f surface during operation, said body comprising

an air inlei confirm ed to exten d throu gh the opening . said water inlet and said air 
inlet being configured reaeive-icuisnw water and air, respectively, through the opening in the 
wall; and 

means for providing a plurality of jets of warer-air froth to an interior of ilie 
hydrotherapv-tuh from said body . 

20. (Original) The system ofclaim 2t> wherein said air inlei in adapted for fluid 
communication with an ambient air source. 

30. (Original) The System of claim 2ti wherein said means for providing comprises a 
means for providing said plurality of jets of water-air froth about perpendicular to an inner surface of the 
hydrotherapy tub. 

3 I . (Currently Amended) The system ofclaim 28 further comprising a waier chamber and 
an air chambei\ wherein said water chamber in adapted for fluid communication with said means for 
providing and a wnler source, through said water inlet, and ihe air chamber is adapted for fluid 
communication with said means for providing and. an ambient air source, through said air inlel.

moans for providing a plurality of jets of water-air froth loan interior of the 
hydrotherapy tub from the body. 

35. (Original) The method of claim 34 further comprising providing fluid 
communication between said air inlei and an ambient air source. 

36. (Original) The method of claim 34 further comprising mounting said body to an 
inner surface of the hydrotherapy luh.
